mCOJIB TAX. 


The 
Senate, 
in Committee of the 


Whole, proceeding to consider the bill to 
repeal RO much oi the act approred July 
14, 1870, entitled " An act to reduce in- 
ternal tazei, and for other purposes," as 
continues, the income tax after the 31st' 
day of December, A. D. 1869. 


Mr. Soott, of Pennsylvania, said : Mr. 


President, in order that we may hare a 
clear understanding of tbe question which 
is presented by this bill, I wish to state 
briefly the present position of the income 
tax. The tax for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1809, waa levied on the 1st of 
March, 1870, and paid during the month 
of April, 1870, and was to be levied and 
paid, under tbe terms of the act imposing 
it, up to that time, " and no longer." By 
the act of July 14, 1870, from sections six 
to sixteen, inclusive, the act is re-enacted 
for the years 1870 and 1871, at two and a 
half per cent', repeating the promise of 
the first enactment, that it shall be im- 
posed, levUd, and collected " no longer " 
than during those two years. 


The seventeenth section of the act of 


July 14, 1870, exempted dividends and in- 
terest paid by the corporations after the 
1st of August, 1870, and continued in 
force such parti of the former law as were 
necessary to enforce the collection of taxes 
and penalties then due but unpaid. 


The fifteenth and sixteenth sections 


roimposed a tax at two and a half per 
cent, on dividends and coupons for 1871, 
the five per cent, paid up to August 1, 
1870, being considered as equivalent to 
two and a half per cent, for the whole 
year; and that, as I understood at the time 
the bill was passed, was the reason of the 
conference committee for exempting those 
dividends and interest from income tax 
for tha remainder of the year. The pend- 
ing bill proposes to repeal all that part of 
trie act of 10th July, 1870, which re-enact- 
ed tilt-tax of two and a half per cent 


But a few weeks now intervene until 


the tax will be assessed. There have 
been such loud and frequent complaints 
, against this tax, there have been so many 
demands for its repeal, that decisive action 
should be taken now. 


I addressed the Senate during the last 


session on this question at somewhat 
greater length than is my habit; and I do 
net propose now any repetition of what I 
then said, nor even any extended summary 
of the remarks I then made. I contended 
then, and I believe now, that the tax is 
unjust, unequal, inquisitorial, and uncon- 
stitutional ; but I shall confine myself now 
to show briefly that what was unequal and 
unjust under the former law is more glar-

'hat ease is new pending in the Supreme 
lourt of the United States, on appeal, and, 
1 the ruling of Mr. Justice Strong be af- 
firmed, that amount, about $6,000,000, will 
" 10 taken off. 


Wo all know that the present Gommis- 
ioner of Internal Revenue has, *inoe his 
nduction into office, otecided that divi- 
endfl declared from August, 1870, until 
December 31,1870, are also exempt, so 
hat thus far we exempt entirely all the 
ividends that may have been earned doi- 
ng the year 1870. 


Now if you take the tax npon the in- 


terest on bonds, $1,869,369 34, and on 
alanes, $1,100,526 42, the whole of them 
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ing in its inequality and injustice under, 
the present, that it is unnecessary, and 
that true policy calls for its repeal. 


Tho two points, then, which I wish 


to make in tbe very brief address that I 
propose to submit to the Senato on 
this subject this morning are, that this 
tax is unjust and that it is unnecessary. 


First, as to its injustice. Under the 


former law an inequality existed, which 
the chairman of the Finance Committee 
himself admitted ought to be remedied, 
but which the Senate, when brought fair- 
ly to vote upon a proposal to remedy it, 
refused to redress, and which now re- 
mains an aggravating injustice, double in 
its departure from the measure of right. 
That inequality was this, and it is one ao 
glaring that I cannot refrain from again 
adverting to it. The law professed to ex- 
empt all incomes under $1,000 from tax- 
ation, but left all that large class of per- 
sons, widows and orphans, who had their 
whole annual incomes-derived from cor- 
porate dividends and interest subject to 
the tax. They were kept out of eight. 
Their scanty store was diminished by the 
inexorable order of the government, com- 
pelling tha officers ot the corporation to 
deduct five per cent, from every divide " 
and coupon, whether tho recipient had 
or $5,000 of income. Thus one class, anc 
that the least able to boar it, with income 
under $1,000, paid income tax, while 
all other classes, having incomes nude: 
$1,000, were exempt. Now, how have w< 
remedied thai? By increasing the exemp- 
tion to $2,000, and reducing the tax to 
two and one-half per cent, but still taxinj 
the widow and the orphan the two anc 
one-half per cent upon all beneath $2, 
000. Thus you impose two and one-hal 
per cent, npon one class of incomes under 
$2,000, and all other classes go free. 


But it does not stop there. The person 


who have $2,000 income, as a general rule 
have it made up from various sources am 
have to make a return of the sources from 
which it i* derived. 
In making this re 


turn they bring in these dividends and jn 
terests received from corporations, nd< 
them with their other receipts, and then 
the Government gives them credit for th 
taxes paid on them and deducts thei 
amount from the aggregate. What ie th 
practical result? 
The rich man has re 


funded to him by the Government tbe tax 
paid npon corporate dividends and interest 
^ahile tho widow or family of orphan 
who have paid the same tax upon a pit 
tance of fifty or five hundred dollars hav 
no means of being relieved from it or hav 
ing it returned. What a spectacle for 
groat, magnanimous, and just Govern 
ment, making classes oi 'rich and poor 
and exacting a tax from the rich man a 
ono extreme, from the poor at another 
and leaving all persons between the ex 
tremes free of tax! That is the practica 
operation of this income law, to tax th 
widow and orphan who have their whol 
means invested in corporate bonds or in 
corporate stock upon their income if i 
doea not exceed fifty or one hundred dol 
lars a year, and then all persons betweei 
that income of fifty or one hundred dol 
lars a year and $2,000 go free; and whci 
you got np to $2,000, then you- begin 
again. 
That is the practical operation o 


the income tax, taxing tho rich at one ox 
treme, taxing the poor at the ether, anc 
leaving the great mass go free. 


But let us pass from this feature to that 


which is claimed as the great merit of tho 
income tax by those who advocate its re- 
tention, namely, that it is paid by but few 
people and those who are able to bear it. 
The latter part of the proposition I have 
shown not to be universally true. It is 
not paid in all cases by those who are best 
able to bear it, but, on the contrary, is 
paid by many who are least able to 'bear 
it The former part of the proposition I 
admit, that it is borne by few. I proceed 
now to show how few, because I look upon 
this aa one of its worst features; not that 
it is a bad thing to make rich men pay 
taxes, but that it is a bad and a dangerous 
thing for the law making power purposely 
to introduce any inequality, either of 
rights or burdens, among its citizens. The 
true American theory is that we will de- 
mand equal rights, and are all willing to 
bear our fair share of burdens in the Gov- 
ernment. 


How, then, will this law operator' 1

Now is this worth the bad' feeling, -the 


litigation, and the expense that must be 
incurred to get it? 


Mr. Conkhng. If the honorable Sena- 


tor will allow me a moment, I wish to'in- 
quire of him whether in hi* statement he 
has made the deduction - which -must 
arise from the decision of tba courts, made 
first in New England, that the income 
tax upon the salaries of State officers, or 
or upon income derived from salaries of 
State officers, 
is unconstitutional and 


void. 


Mr. Soott. I have not made that deduc- 


tion for tbe reason that 1 have no figures 
which will enable me to ascertain what it 
will be, but I intend before I close to 
come to that question and show the injus- 
tice of the government of the United 
States, which haa at all points stood np 
against the taxation of its own bond*, en- 
acting a law which, nnder its present op- 
eration, demands and receives a lax upon 
tbe interest of every bond that is issued 
by any State in the Union. 


Mr. Conkling. Having interrupted my 


friend,! beg to make this suggestion in ad- 
dition : I find in many directions that 
claims are being collected from jnttges 
and other State officers who have paid an 
income tax, and a" presentation is being 
made now to the Treasury by way of re- 
clamation, the courts having decided that 
the tax, as far as' respeotajthe salary of 
State officers, was void, and they all insist- 
ing not only that it cannot be collected 
hereafter, but that they have a right to 
receive back what .has been paid in past 
years. 


Mr, Scott. If the Senator will recur to 


the argument which I mada hero at the 
last session he will find thstl slated then 
that the income tax, not only npon State 
officers but upon the salary of every Fed- 
eral judge and upon that of the President 
of the United States, was unconstitu- 
tional, and was prohibited by that provis- 
ion of tho Constitution which prevent* 
Congress from diminishing their salaries 
during their term of office. I did not wish 
again, as I said in the outset, to repeat 
uny portion of that argument, but em- 
brace it in what I say here, that litigation 
will follow the imposition and the con- 
tinuance of this income tax. 


Now, 
I call attention to the expense of 


collecting the internal revenue. In the 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
for 1S70,1 find the following, on page 156 
of tbe lull report, as the cost of the sys- 
tem :

This ia tho expense of assessing and 


collecting all internal revenue. I do not 
wish to create theimpressionthat it is the 
expense of assessing and collecting simply 
the income tax; it is that of all internal 
revenue. The exact proportion of asses- 
sing the income tax, we cannot ascertain, 
but I am sure that it is greater in propor- 
tion to the amount collected than any 
other tax. 
Mr. Sherman. As that i* a point which 


I will controvert on the question of fact, 
I would.like to have the Senator 'submit 
any testimony or evidence or report 
showing that the income tax costs more to 
collect than any other, became I shall be 
prepared to show; I think, that it cost* 
less than any other. . 


Mr. Soott The expenses of assessing 


and collecting the internal revenue taxes 
are so blended in the official report* that it 
is impossible to 'extract from tbim the 
relative proportion of the one and of the 
other. I have no data for that purpose. 
I cannot make them. Bat I here wish to 
correct a statement that has been made 
pnblic in regard to 'the present Commit- 


operation, in violation of onr promise, to 
redeem that promise and repeal the tax, 
rather than take this law into our judicial 
tribunals for the purpose, of testing its 
oaastitutionality? , 
,. 


Is U needed? When we had.this sub- 


ject before u* at the last session we were 
told the Government could not do with- 
out the income tax. I come now briefly 
to that subject; and it is a subject, of 
course, npon which figure* of rhetoric are 
ont of place. Tho figures of arithmetic 
are only to be dealt with in ~ 
question of this character. 


I-start, Mr. President, with the amount 


in the Treasury according to the report of 
the lit of January, 1871. The report 
given us then ahows that there were in 
the Treasury $138,080,672. The Secretary 
of the Treasury, in his annual report for 
1870, on page five, show* us that there 
will be a sniping of $10,778,680; but in 
the estimate which results in that surplus 
of, $10,778,680, there are embraced two 
items which are really a payment of tho 
national debt; the sinking fund, $24,500,- 
000, and the interest on capital invested 
in sinking fond, $4,883,319. ' Now,, take 
his surplus, according to bis estimate of 
$10,778,680, with the sinking mud aud 
the interest of the sinking fund, we 
should, according to hi* estimate, pay 
$40;IC4,919 of the national debt during 
this year. Bnt he follow* that by saying: 


"An analysis of the expenditures de- • 


velopes facts tending to sustain the opin- 
ion that the ballance will be considerably 
larger than appears from the foregoing 
estimates. 


"The sum of $22,338,278 37 U the esti- 


mate for public works. 
The appropria- 


tions for these objaot* for the present year 
are lea* than twelve million dollars, and it 
is reasonable to presume that the appro- 
priations for the next year will not much 
exceed that amount." 


Thus wo have tho statement that an 


analysis developos facts tending to sustain 
the opinion that the ballance will be con- 
siderably larger; and by way of illustrat- 
ing that he give us one of these items, and 
in that one alone there U a difference of 
$10,000.000. I do not know how much 
there may be in the others, for the analysis 
we have not given to u*. Bnt it you add 
that $10;000,000 to the $40,000,000, which, 
according to his own estimate will be paid, 
we have $50,000,000 of the national debt 
paid off this year, npon his estimate; and 
that is enough to pay in one year. If wo 
can go on paying $50,000,000 of the debt 
in each year, and diminishing the taxei>, 
we shall be doing well; and more than that 
ought not to bo asked, if so much. 
Wo 


havs borne burdens enough. Those who 
came after us ought not to grudge at 
discounting the legacy which we give 
them. 


But to follow his estimate for 1871-72, 


as to tbe increase in the customs and the 
internal^rcvenue, let me look at it one 
moment For tho year ending^June 30, 
1870, tho internal reveuae receipts were 
$185,128,859; but according to the table 
which was sent in to us at the time we had 
this subject under consideration, wo were 
to reduce that $43,5*7,774. That would 
leave $141,531,085. But we reduced it 
more than $43,000,000; we reduced it 
$57,000,000. So that :U4,000,000 would 
com* from that, reducing it to about $127,- 
flOO.OOO. Bnt why reduce this estimate to 
$120,418,000 when the only change is in 
the income tax, and that is only about 
eight million dollars n.ore than was esti- 
mated by the reductior sent into us at 
that time ? I call attention now to tho 
gradual increase which is shown by thcso 
table* npon onr revenue) to show that these 
estimates are based up'in the former re- 
ceipts.withont adding ie average increase 
which the tables show hn« been constantly 
going on. 


' Taking np the report of the Internal 
B«venne|Commisiioner for the lost year, 
I find that the average increase upon the 
internal revenue tax ie 15,7-10 per cent 
Bnt take these three items which are 
left, and from which, principally, onr rev- 
enue* are now toJ» derived, and we find 
that that increase w," on spirits, 23 per cent., 
on tobacco, 34 per cent, and on fermented 
liquors, 4 per cent. Will there be any 
falling off in these items ? I read again 
from the Commissioner's report. On page 
7 he tells us: 


"Jndginf from the information in tLe rwsses- 
sion of this office, there is no reason for believing 
that there wul ke any material falling off in tbe 
production of spinU during the current & cal 
year." 


Mr. Shannon. That was written in Oc- 


tober. I can inform the Senator new 
that there has been a filling off of nearly 


as I am pre- 


sioner of Internal Revenue, and to quote 
him a* authority .for what I state. 
He 


has been quoted a* stating that the income 
tax cost* more to collect than it realize*. 
That is not correct, I believe. The state- 
ment which he did make was that, the in- 
come tax costs more to collect ia propor- 
tion than any other internal revenue tax. 


Mr. Sherman. I will uk the Senator if 


tho Commissioner of Internal Revenue *ay * 
that, or ha* said it to anybody? 


Is it not better, -when we sae that the 


consequence of administering thi* tax will 
be continued expense, continued irrita- 
tion, and rery little proBt to tho Treasury, 
at once, and before it goe* again into

Mr. Scott. It will bo gratifying news 


to the country thai-there is not any more 
whisky lhau that consumed, for I notice 
that in the current year, when this report 
was made, there were only 11.000.000 gal- 
lons in bond against 15,000,000 the year 
before; and I think the less wbUky wo 
consume the more taxes we can pay. £ 
have very little doubt if we get down tha 
consumption of whisky to nothing we can 
get out of the people who fill jails and 
penitentiaries more revenue; and in either 
way there will be no diminution of the 
revenue of tho country if yon will only 
stop the large manufacture of whisky. 


I proceed, however, with these estimates. 


Those from customs were based upon tbe 
existing laws, and in tho report (page 21) 
they are put down at $185,000,000. Tho 
report of 1870 (page 4) shows the first quar- 
ter's customs receipt* to have been $o7,- 
729,373, and the estimate for thn balance 
of tbe year is $128,000,000, making $lSo,- 
729,472; and yet by the act of July 14, 
1870, wo took off $23,000,000 of the rev- 
enue from customs, and the receipts for 
1871-72 are estimated now at $175,000,- 
000, showing that there will be no diminu- 
tion there, but that the receipts from cus- 
toms are increasing. 


Now, take the estimated receipt* of in- 


ternal revenue for 1870-71, on page twen- 
ty-one of the report. The estimate of the 
internal revenue was based on then exist- 
ing laws at $173,000,000. The report of 
1870 shows that for the first quarter of 
1870 $49,140,137 were received. 
Tho 


three remaining quarters were estimated 
at $98,000,000, making $147,147,137; and 
yet we took off receipts, according to the 
then existing lews, by the bill which we 
passed in July last, as I have already said, 
not $45,000,000, but $57,000,000, accord- 
ing to the best estimate that could be 
made. That, if it be added to what I 
h£ve shown to be the eatimate, would

Mr. Soott I have seen the statement 


made, and not contradicted, that that was 
hi* ctatement, made before the Committee 
of Ways and Means in th* House of Rep- 
resentative* ; not that it costs more to col- 
lect the income tax than it realize*, but 
that the income tax did cost more in pro- 
portion than any other tax to collect Let 
that be as it- may, I made inquiry of the 
acting Commissioner a few weeks ago as 
to what diminution could be made in expen- 
•** if the income tax were repealed, and 
be said if the income tax were repealed 
five hundred assistant as*o**on could be 
dispensed with at once, and that, at five 
dollars a day, which is their pay, i* sus- 
ceptible of very easy calculation.

Bat, look atit: 04,523 persons out of 


38.500,000 who have an income exceeding 
$3,000! 
Is not the absurdity oi tbe ad- 


ministration oi this income tax law appar- 
ent upon the very atatement ? I>oe« any 
man believe that if be were to take up the 
assessments of real and personal estate in 
ihe cities of Now York and Philadelphia, 
look at the aggregate, and find what it is, 
he would fiud that there are not 9-1,000 
people in those two cities alone who have 
an income exceeding 12,000 per annum ? 
And yet this ia all that i* gotten out of it 
o.ver the -whole United States—$3,333 per- 
nonji, and of these <W,000 pay from fifty to have kept 
one hundred dollars; 44,000 from one hun- 
dred to five hnndied dollars, and 0,000 
over five hundred dollars. Too tax the 
fewivhocan pay,' is that the principle: 
becaiiso they are rich and can stand it? If 
that is the principal, why not do it cour- 
ageously ; v>hy not march right up ano> 
U34ert this principal in such form as to 
make it worth something, and not con- 
liuue to administer an emasculated law 
which irritate* the people and is no bene- 
fit to the Treasury in the amount that it 
puts into it. 


Why not take these ninety-two hundred 


and forty-three people who pay an income 
of over fire hundred dollars a year; they 
are rich, they can stand it. Five hundred 
dollars tax a year represents an income of 
•i 10,000; so that in order to pay a tax of 
•t-jftO a year, under the old law, a man 
inn.it have an income of at least $11,000, 
or fixed capital 
amounting to 
about 


two hundred thousand dollars. 
Here, 


then, are man who have an income of $11,- 
000. 
Now, if the principle be defensible 


that yon are to tax the rich man who can 
bear it, instead of deducting two and a 
half per cent, off everybody, why not step 
right np to these rich men, and take 
twenty-five per cent at once ? Oat of the 
nine thousand a* twenty-five per cent, you 
will gee mote income tax than you will 
get ont of tbe whole "United States now at 
two and a half per cent, twice over. 
Tvrenty-fiv* rrar cent, on these nine thous- 
and will give 
you 
about ' twenty- 


three 
millions, whereas 
two and a 


half per cent., 
as it is now to oe 


administered, will not give you more 
than nine or t«n million dollars. 
I. 


tha principle be defensible it might aa 
well be applied in that way as in the way 
in which it is under the present law; and 
yet who would undertake to do that ? It 
might be popular; it might be'captivating 
in BOOM quarters to say " "We will select 
the rich men and make them pay all the 
tax;" but I tell yon, Mr. President, the 
security of that Government which, doe» 
not treat rich and poor alike, both in its 
rights and in its exactions, is fast disap- 
pearing. They must be treated alike; and 
the poor man ought to he the" first who 
would most sternly resist any attempt at 
discriminatiou. 
/ Now I com? to another feature of this 
tax. 
The communication which I have 


presented discloses the fact that there are 
twenty-three Congressional Districts in 
the "United States which under the pres- 
ent law will not jifcld an incoma tax oi 
$4,000 per annum—one-tenth very nearly 
of ill the Congressional districts in the 
VniUd States. 
Twenty-three Represen- 


tatives in the other House, under this law, 
hare constituents who pay not one dollar 
of this tax. Is that reconcilable with tbe 
true theory of republican government, 
where the quota of constituencies could 
be and ^should be apportioned in accord- 
ance with their ability to pay either upon 
revenues or upon consumption? 


And y »t, tir, we.ita asked now to con- 


tinue the employment oi collectors and 
assessors and assistant assessors in these 
twenty-three districts, for tbe purpose of 
collecting a tax which will not pay one- 
third their salaries. I suppose there if 
not a collection district in tha United 
State* the expense* 
of administering 


whioh are less than $3,000; and yet you 
have here twenty-three districts, not one 
of which will realize $1,000 ont ol tbia in- 
coino tax; and Ihe statement i* that the 
present ssate of bnaVnes* will in all pro- 
babilities increase that number instead of 
diminishing it. 


Thus much, Mr. President, in reference 


to the injustice of this tax, in addition, to 
what I had the honor of submitting be- 
fore. Now, why continue it, if it is un- 
just, if it is unequal, and if it is unconsti- 
tutional, as there are very good grounds 
for arguing it it? And before I pass to 
the socond head, I wish to state as a fact 
with reference to that question, that as 
loyal a people as there existed during our 
rebellion, those who contributed most and 
most ireclv for the purpose of sustaining 
the government and the armies in the 
field, who contributed their taxes and 
contributed voluntarily—those 
people 


have, aftar the government broke its pro- 
mise that this tax should continue no 
longer than 1870, after the exigency had 
passed, when they said tbe government no 
longer needed this tax, determined to test 
the constitutionality of the measure. I 
have upon my table, and I have no doubt 
otuor senators have had it upon their 
tables, the opinion, after a careful exami- 
nation of this question, of the former At- 
torney Ganeral of the United States, Mr. 
Erarts, that there can be very little doubt 
tibont the unconstitutionally of this tax. 
an increase of $5,000,000 ol the in- 
valid pension*, which we passed the other 
day. Take all these sources, and they will 
not in the aggregate amount to $38,060,- 
000. Suppose, then, that w« do fall behind 
there are $iyS,000,000 In the Treasury,

Explosion and Fire at Jackson 


* Cluley'» Refinery* 


About three, o'clock "yesterday after- 


noon, one of the stills belonging to Jack- 
son & Cfnley'i refinery, situated on the 
creek directly opposite the O. C. & A. 
R. K. passenger depot, blew up, eererely 
bnrning one nun, and setting the refinery 
on fire. It appears that the still, which 
was* of 300 barrels capacity, and contained 
at the time of the accident 125 barrels of 
cmde oil, was leaking on the bottom, and 
in order to raise tho oil above the leak, 
water was pumped in. John McNamara, 
one of tho BtiUmeii, was standing on the 
top of an adjoining still, cot apprehen- 
sive of any danger, when all at once, the 
top of the still blow off and was projected 
to a distance of about one hundred feet 
to the 
cast, "scattering the bnrning 


oil over HcNiimara and the surrounding 
apparatus. McNamara with wonderful 
presence of mind jumped down a distance 
of about sixteen feet to the ground and 
rushed into tho creek with his clothes on 
fire.

STRIKE.—Considerable interest was folt

cold water in admitted, it is converted into 
steam, and a greater internal pressure is 
created than ordinary stills are war- 
ranted to bear. It was supposed that tho 
125 barrels of oil left in tho still which 
exploded,had cooled down sufficiently,to al- 
low of water being safely introduced. This 
proved to be a dangerous and expensive 
mistake, and it simply shows tho necessity 
of refiners cautioning their men against 
the repetition of vany such experiment, 
nntil thoy have first ascertained tho tem- 
perature of the oil in tho still, by actual 
test. 


THE WROSO MAN.—It would be a 


dreadful misfortune for somebody, if the
